Secretar^of State Dean Ache- 
son declared today the United 
States must marshal I new re- 
serves of military and econ- 
omic might in the world strug- 
gle for freedom 
against what 
he called "reactionary" Com- 
munism.

Acheson, in his first news 
conference as chief of U. S 
foreign policy under President 
Truman, discussed two 
main 
lines of action: 


1. He said that a "very great" 
reservoir of private capital is avail- 
able to finance President Truman's 
new program to raise the standard 
of living in backward areas of the 
world. 
But he served notice that 
countries desiring such help must 
create conditions "attractive" 
to 
private investment.

2. On the military front of the 
cold war, Acheson endorsed 
the 
plans worked out by former Secre- 
tary of State Marshall and retiring 
Undersecretary Lovett for a military 
alliance with western Europe. 
| 


Virtually quoting from President 
Truman's inauguration speech, Ach- 
eson declared that "we are con- 
vinced that we can best contribute 
to the maintenance of peace 
by 
joining with other nations in mak- 
ing it absolutely clear in advance 
that any armed attack affecting our 
rational security would lie met with 
overwhelming force." 


He further indicated for the first 
time officially that; the north At- 
lantic detense agreement, in nego- 
tiation for many months among the 
United States, 
Canada, 
Britain. 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands 
and Luxembourg, is about complet 
cd. 
He said that he hoped "to be 
able very soon" to talk about it in 
specific terms. 
Follows Predecessors 


In the main, Acheson, who took 
office only last Friday, wem down 
the line with the policies already 
well laid out by his predecessors in 
office and by his chief, President 
Truman. 
Most of what he sa'd 
which was new was concerned wu!i 
fiis heavy stress on private capital 
rather than any great new out- 
pouring of public funds to carry 
through Mr. Truman's program for

And it was important that Ache

he announced that President Tru- 
man had called on the state depart- 
ment to blueprint the program— 
or as he put it, to compile sugges- 
tions in cooperation with other gov- 
ernment departments 
and submit

principles, Acheson spoke out brief- 
ly for cooperation with Republi- 
can leaders in congress aad out, 
such as Senator Vandenberg

promised to carry out the "gcod 
neighbor policy toward Latin Amer- 
ica; he maintained the hands 
off 
attitude toward China by declining 
to go beyond statements 
already 
made by the President, 
Genera* 
Marshall and Undersecretary Lov- 
ett; and in general he indicated his 
intention of going forward 
with 
Marshall's plans on controlled re- 
vival of the German economy.

Price Index Shows

New York, Jan. 26—(&)—Much of 
the inflation in living costs during 
the past year is being wiped out, 
various sign posts showed today. 


The Associated Press wholesale 
commodity price index declined to 
172.1)4 per cent of 1926 average prices 
today, the 
lowest 
figure in 
19 
months. 
This is a drop of 15 per 
cent from a year ago. 


The wholesale food index com- 
piled by the search agency Dun and 
Bradstreet declined to $5.91. 
This 
means the total wholesale cost of 
a pound of each of 31 foods in gen- 
eral use is at the lowest point since 
the end of OPA price control in 
October of 1946. 


And an Associated Press survey 
showed the retail price of seven 
staple food items in 13 cities across 
the nation has dropped 9."7 per cent 
from the level of a year ago.

Her first demonstration was a 
cushion 
pork 
shoulder roast, in 
which the bone had been removed, 
leaving a deep pocket in the cut 
i which she filled with an apple-raisin 
stuffing. For sewing the pocket she 
used an upholstery needle, which she 
said is most satisfactory for this 
purpose. 


Eliminates Basting' 


It is best, she said, when roasting 
always to place the meat with the 
fat side up. This will allow the juices 
to seep through the meat, thus elim- 
inating the need for basting. 


A temperature of 350 degrees is 
used for roasting all meats except 
pork, which roasts best at a tem- 
perature of 300 degrees. Other meats 
suitable for roasting are leg of lamb, 
rib roast, pork loin and ham. In 
roasting, no water or cover Should 
be used. 


Pot roast with catsup was the next 
dish prepared. A shoulder cut was 
used for this, first covered with flour 
and then dipped in hot fat. The 
roast was covered with catsup and 
allowed to brown slowly. In the last 
45 minutes of cooking, potatoes, also 
covered with catsup for color and 
flavor, are added. 


Combines Veal, Pork 
Veal and pork were combined in 
the next recipe, veal loaf. Miss Stohr 
urged that the loaf be packed tightly 
so that it will slice well. She also 
suggested pressing the loaf slightly 
in the center, so that the top will 
be level. 
* 


A luscious-looking cranberry ring 
cake was prepared next. Cranberries, 
mixed with nuts and orange rinds, 
were placed in a circular mold, after 
which the cake batter was added. 
This produced an up-side-down 
cake. 


A little variation was introduced 
in making the lemon meringue pie, 
in that the filling was made with 
flour rather than corn starch. The 
pastry mix, prepared beforehand, 
was used for the pie shell. Here Miss 
Stohr emphasized the importanoe of 
pricking the crusts on the bottom, 
sides and edge. 


Barbecued Heart 
Next in order was the preparation 
of barbecued heart. This being a 
less-tender cut of meat, the cooking 
process is longer and moisture is 
required. The hearts were dredged 
in flour, dipped in hot fat and then 
put or. the stove to simmer until 
tender. 


A shoulder cut was used for the 
lamb stew. For this stew, the meat 
was cut in large chunks, and large 
vegetables, whole sweet potatoes and 
whole onions, were used. Frozen 
green beans were prepared separate- 
ly to go with the stew.

ARCHIBALO MacLËISH 


Archibald MacLeish-attended, the 
public schools in Glencoe, 111., was 
prepared fbr> college at Hotchkiss 
School in Connecticut. At Yale, 
where he graduated in 1915, he dis- 
tinguished himself 
both for his 
scholarship and his extra-curricular 
activities, and achieved his Phi Beta 
Kappa Key. His class book reported 
that "MacLeish expects to take up 
the study of literature." 


Instead he took up the study of 
law at Harvard, which was inter- 
rupted by two years' service with 
the field artillery in World War I. 
In 1919, after his return to Harvard, 
MacLeish received his law degree 
with honors and was awarded the 
Fay Diploma. For the next two years 
he served as instructor in govern- 
ment at Harvard. In 1920 he began 
the practice of law in Boston, at 
the same time teaching in night 
schools and writting the educational 
section of Times» which was then 
starting publication. 
•• 


In the winter of 1923, MacLeish 
went to Paris to live, read the 
French poets, made a pilgrimage to 
Persia, wrote "The Hamlet of A. 
MacLeish." and after five years, 
returned to the U. S. He then con- 
centrated on writing to the exclusion 
of all else. 


It was In 1939 with his appoint- 
ment as librarian of Congress that 
MacLeish 
started 
his 
career 
in 
government service. He held this 
post until 1944 when he was appoint- 
ed Assistant Secretary of State. In 
the summer of 1945 he resigned from 
this post to enter the field of inter- 
national 
relations' 
He 
went 
to 
London as the Chairman of the 
United States delegation to the 
United Nations conference which 
Set up UNESCO. In Paris during 
1946 he served as vice-chairman of 
the tT. S. 'delegation to the first 
general conference of UNESCO and 
subsequently became the U. S. rep- 
resentative' on its evecutive board, 
a post he resigned in May, 1947.

A letter addressed to the mayor 
and city council on the subject 
reads as follows: 


"Through the means of this letter, 
I will attempt to convey to you at 
least a portion of the ideas express- 
ed by members of our Retail Council 
at a meeting held Wednesday morn- 
ing, Jan. 26. 


In summary, this Board is posi- 
tively opposed to any move which 
would inflict heavier fines or any 
type of penalty on the occasional or 
accidental violator of our present 
parking ordinance. 


We believe that the retailer who 
is in constant contact with 
the 
buying public every day Is in a 
much better position than anyone 
else to judge the attitude of our 
public toward our parking program. 
We definitely believe that at least 
95 per cent of the people who park 
in our downtown area are throughly 
conscientious in their efforts to obey 
the present ordinance. 
Every day 
there are many, many people who 
leave right in the middle of a con- 
versation, a business transaction,\or 
a meeting to run down and "feed 
the meter," so they will not be 
parking overtime. 
In spite of this 
diligent effort, however, there are 
times when it is humanly impossible 
for them to get back in time and, as 
a result, a ticket is issued. 


We must also recognize that our 
meter is a mechanical device and 
consequently, is subject to occasion' 
al failure. There have been numer 
ous occasions where tickets were 
issued .when the citizen was entirely 
blameless but rather the meter was 
at fault in not properly registering 
the parking fee. 


Don't you agree that these cases 
should in no wise be penalized? 
It 
is a fact that the Retail Council 
and 
the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
spend practically all of their time in 
attempting to build our city and to 
spread good will throughout 
our 
trade area. Excessive fines or penal 
ties imposed upon our friends can in 
five minutes tear down all the good 
work that we have spent much 
money and time to develop. 
We 
don't think that you, as a city 
council, would favor a move of this 
sort. 


Consequently, we r e c o m m e n d 
without any reservations that ever? 
effort be made on your part to re- 
tain our present plan of minimum 
fines for the occasional or accidental 
violator of our parking ordinance, 
We recognize, of course, that the 
ordinance must be enforced and we 
are in agreement that the willful 
violator who consistently disregards 
tickets should probably be assessed 
a heavier penalty. 


We hope you will join us In at- 
tempting'to build Jacksonville as a 
city of good will and one that wel- 
comes its visitors with open arms. 
Please bear this thought in mind 
when considering any action on your 
proposed readjustment of our park' 
ing ordinance.

Devi Erlih, a gifted young violinist 
from France, was introduced to 
Jacksonville listeners in the second 
concert sponsored by the Civic Music 
Association and impressed us great- 
ly with his astonishing technical 
ability and his earnest musicianship. 


Mr. Erlih began with a group of 
classical violin work. The stately 
simplicity of Vivaldi's D-minor Con- 
certo, reminiscent of a Romanesque 
cathedral, was followed by two move- 
ments from Bach's first partita for 
unaccompanied violin in the inter- 
pretation of which the artist showed 
a maturity of concept unusual for his 
year?. 


The audience was then treated to 
the fanciest violinistic fireworks that 
your reviewer has heard in recent 
¿year*. Left-hand Dizzicati. double- 


|stop harmonics, 
machine-gun-like 
staccato passages, octave runs, ect.,

Erlih seemed completely unruffled 
and cool at the end—a quite amazing 
feat. 


In the second half of the program 
the artist presented a profound 
reading of Debussy's G-minor son- 
ata, a moody work of a strangely 
dare and melancholic vein. He then 
entertained with a group of lighter 
worKs by Iberian composers of which 
Sarasate's "Cobbler's Dance" was 
particularly enjoyed. 


Mr. Erlih received numerous calls 
for encores and favored us with three 
RUssian pieces, Rimsky-Korsakov's 
"Flight of the Bumble-Bee " Shosta- 
kovich's very humorous "Polka," 
and finally, Moussorgsky'c "Hopak."
